St. Petersburg, July 19.—A dispatch 


from Chefoo says: "Prince Tuan has 
mobilized 950^000 men, divided 
into 


different corps. 
The northern 
corps 


has been, ordered to expel foreigners 
from Amur. The Pekin army is di- 
vided into four corps, the first of which 
is to operate against Mukden and oc- 
cupy the roads 
between Pekin 
and 


Shan-Hal-Kuan; the second is to con- 
centrate at Tientsin, and the third at 
Pekin, from whence a column number- 
ing 40,000, will be sent to Wei-Hai-Wei 
and Tsin-Tau, while the fourth corps 
will concentrate at Nankin.

Shanghai, July 19.—The yellow ter- 
or's bloodthirsty work is gradually 
preadlng, and no one knows when it 
may begin here or at Hongkong. 


News has been received here that a 


body of Boxers, supplemented by a 
avge force of regular soldiery, des- 
cended upon the Christian inhabitants 
of Tai-Yeun-Fu, the capital of Shen Si 
irovince, on July 9, and 
massacred 


every foreigner they could find, as 
well as the native converts. 


The. 
victims numbered"about 150, of 


whom forty were jioreigners. 


The danger to Shanghai is. great, 


as thousands of armed Chinese are in 
the vicinity, and trouble is liable at 
any moment. 


The Kaiser has telegraphed the Ger- 


man merchants, in answer to their 
cable, that there will be protection for 
the valley of the Yang Tse after the 
arrival of the nine warships now ea 
route' for China.

SUCCESSFUL 


Running Creameries on the Co-Operative 


Plan a Satisfactory Arrangement 


The success of the 'co-operative plan 


in operating creameries among the farm 
ers of the Northwest has been demon- 
strated until now there is ' no question 
ab'out it. Prophesies have been made 
that this success will lead to the spread 
of co operation in other farming activi- 
ties, a condition which more than a few 
believe will greatly conduce to the bene- 
fit of the agriculturists. 
But whether 


or no co-operation could be profitably 
extended to other branches of agricul- 
ture, certain it is that the plan has work 
ed successfully in the operation of but- 
ter-making plants. While many of the 
creameries all over the West are run on 
this principle, it appears that the move 
ment has made the nios.t rapid progress 
in Minceaota, Wisconsin, Iowa and Illi- 
nois. 


Extra data as to the njmber of co- 


operative creameries in the western 
states seem to be lacking, but the vol- 
umn of business transacfed bv them in 
1898 was upward, of $30,000",000. 
As 


the movement is Jess that a decade old 
this is a rather remarkable showing. 
Out of a total of 650 creameries in Min- 
nesota, 450 are now co operative. 
In 


Wiscorsin 
about 1,000 out of 1,600 are 


run on the new plan. In Iowa and Illi- 
nois the proportion. of co operative 
establishments seem to be one-third 01 
less.

Where from; thirty to fifty farmers 


are able,- to club together and to build 
and run a creamery on the co operative 
p!»n| now in U63 the resulting benefiis 
are' usually marked and immediate. 
The farmers contract to furnish a certain 
quota of milk each day of a definite 
quality, and the products are divided 
according to the amount supplied. I: 
any farmer's milk falls below grade 
his dividend is reduced,

arlultei-atibg he is fined or even ex- 
pelled. With these business principles 
running through the whole manage- 
ment of the'enterprise it. is not strange 
that the farmers thrive or that "the 
failures in co-operative creamery work 
in the west have been fewer than in any 
other line of business." 


In a Minnesota county where there are 


now twenty-nine of these creameries tho 
bank deposits of tho farmers are report 
ed at one town tc have increased from 
$56,000 in 1896 to $320,000 in 1896, 
not including the 860,000 deposits of the 
creameries themselves.

while in 1896 they sold at from $25 to 
$60.

of water. Have the mixture .of about 
the same consistency as putty, and 
•when slightly cooled force it into the 
cracks with a blunt knife. This will 
harden like papier mache and when dry 
and stained to match the boards will 
be almost imperceptible. 


Window cleaning is an art that can 


only be acquired, as a general thing, 
after many failures and much wasted 
energy. 
Ground glass that has been 


stained with grease from putty or oth- 
er causes will look as fresh as new If 
washed with water that has been boil- 
td and allowed to cool, with an ounce 
of washing soda added, to each gallon. 


The more scientific the means em- 


ployed for cleaning glaas windows the 
better and brighter will be the effect, 
for worn glass can never be satisfac- 
tory, because scratches hold dirt. For 
this reason it is obvious that absolutely 
Clean cloths and fresh water are neces- 
sary for lasting results. 


Windows that are very much soili-d 


ehould first be washed with tepid wa- 
ter to which has been added ammonia 
in the proportion of eight tablospoon- 
fuls to a pail of water. Rub the win- 
dows well with a cloth rinsed in the 
water nntl well squeezed out; dry with 
a fresh cloth. Occasionally dust, caked 
by atmospheric moisture, hardens in 
the corners of the sash. 
This should 


be removed by p. narrow bladed knife 
made from a bit of wood. 


If paint or putty discolors the mar- 


gin of the glass, dissolve some crude bi- 
carbonate of potash in hot water and 
saturate the paint adhering to the 
glass. Allow it to remain on until it is 
nearly dry, then remove it with a wool- 
en cloth. 
Having removed the grime 


from the glass, n mixture made 'from 
the following ingredients will give glis- 
tening results: One ounce each of olive 
oil, 
ammonia and water and two ounces 


of lime. 
This should make a thick 


fiaste. 
Water and ammonia may be 


added until tho required consistency is 
attained. 
The paste is to be smeared 


over the glass and the window cleaned 
in the usual way with warm water and 
the customary clean cloths and leath- 
ers. 
When the labor of the paste !s 


considered too great, dry whiting may 
be used with very satisfactory results. 


The unsightly' marks cr.uscil by the 


dripping of water in marble basins are 
quickly removed by nibbing with a 
cloth or an old toothbrush dipped in 
pulverized chalk or ammonia. 


The stains from medicines, etc., on 


marble wsshstands should be washed 


off with -cold water, 
Mix one ounce 


each of powdi-rocl- pumice stone and 
powdered chalk and two ounces of 
washing sodii and pass through a sieve. 
Take :i small portion of the powder 
and m:i!;i> it into n paste with cold wa- 
ter. 
Kul) it well over the 'marble, and 


when all stains arc removed wash 
thoroughly with soap and water. 


Spol.K in carpet that have become 


very poilt'il can lie restored to their 
original beauty by washing with ox 
pall. 
Use one gili to u gallon of' cold 


soft water, stirring the ox gall into 
the warsr with a stick. 
With a soft 


brush ri:li the carpet, making a white 
latlKMV Was!) the lather oCf with clear 
water, changing it often. 
Then rub 


«-ith clean cloths until dry. 
The most 


delicate carpets- and rugs will not suf- 
fer by this treatment. 
If the whole 


carpi't is to bo cleaned, two persons 
should tlo the work, one applying the 
lather and the other following and 
wiishiug if oil'. 
Where a thorough 


cleaning is unnecessary the use of wa- 
ter to which a little ammonia has beeu 
added will brighten the carpet. Wring 
out clean cloths iu the water; wipe the 
carpet lightly. Open the windows so 
that the carpwt will dry quickly. 


Many now mixtures are being placed 


on the market from day to day for the 
preservation and 
polishing of furni- 


ture, but some of the .simpler means 
employed to this name end by furniture 
polishers and repairers are inexpen- 
sive aud can be applied by any one 
having tlii? necessary patience, 
with 


results that will equal those obtained 
by professional workers. 


To preservo furniture that is becom- 


ing worm eaten, pour a little carbolic 
oil on it and rvib in well. This will also 
improve its appearance. 


Very dull old furniture is improved 


by washing in lime water and then ap- 
ply lux a coat of oil. rubbing it down 
with woolen cloths. 


Scratches on black walnut or any 


furniture finished in oil .can be remov- 
ed by nibbing with a woolen cloth 
dipped in paratiin oil. To remove fur- 
niture polish that was not properly ap- 
plied, or at least the results from 
which were unsatisfactory, use kero- 
sene oil on a soft rag. 


To renovate eboBized furniture rub tho 


or oilcloth rub with camphor. 


To renovate ebouized furniture rub the 


spots the way of the grain of the wood 
with finely powdered pumice stone and 
crude oil and polish Tvith a dry soft 
flannel cloth. 


Furniture covered with rep, serge or 


similar materials should be well brush- 
ed and wiped with a cloth wrung in 
cotd water having a little ammonia in 
it. 


To clean 
mahogany 
furniture use 


soapy water. Wipe dry and polish with 
a mixture made from one part of tur- 
pentine and two parts of crude oil. 
This inexpensive polish is that used 
for obtaining the highly prized' piano 
finish. 
. 


To renovate willow or rattan chairs 


that have become soiled with ago and 
use, wash off every' bit of dust in all 
the interstices and with a soft, long 
haired brush tint the entire surface 
with 
oak 
green 
stain, sienna or 


sienna and vandyked brown. 
This 


must 
be 
done 
with 
great 
care 


so an to 
cover 
every -particle of 


the surface. 
This treatment Is suit- 


able for willow because it will take 
stain, but rattan, which is IQSS porous, 
requires to be painted 'or enameled. 
Whether stain or paint is used, varnish 
heightens the luster.

KANSAS CITY HOTEL RATES, 


An Explanation of tltc Siinntlon to}- 


u Reliable Authority. 


It is now evident that when Uie vis 


itors to the Democratic national cor. 
veutiou arrivu here the complaint 
about first class hotel rates will cease,, 
says the Kansas City Star. 
All the 


criticisuijbas. been caused by a misun- 
derstanding. Kansas City hotels were 
accused of extortion, when, ns a mat- 
ter of fact, their rates are lower if any- 
thing than the charges of first class 
hotels at any other national convention. 


In tlie east the hotels are run almost 


exclusively on the 
European plan, 


whilc-iu ttie west the American plan 
prevails. It was the insistence upon 
the American plan by the hotels which 
caused the complaint. If the Kansas 
City hotels had quoted rates on the 
European plan, there- would have been 
no protest. 


When the guests arrive, they will dis- 


cover that they have greatly exag- 
gerated the inconvenience of eating at 
the same place where they have rooms. 
The large hotel which is the greatest 
distance from Convention hall can be 
reached in. teu miuutes. In the case of 
three first class hotels they arc so close 
to Convention hall as to be the most 
convenient place to. eat in any event. 
The big hotels will run their' dining 
rooms continuously, so that those hold- 
Ing meal tickets may order at any time 
and obtain service more promptly than 
in a cafe. 


In Chicago in 1890 the hotels and 


cafes were so far from the 'Coliseum 
that airbour was wasted going to and 
from meals. 
In Kansas City, which 


has been so harshly criticised, the. ho- 
.tels and cafes are only from three to 
ten blocks from the scene of the con- 
vention. Nothing could be more con- 
venient. 


Another point is that the rooms in 


the Kansas City first class hotels are 
much larger than the apartments in 
eastern bouses. When the visitors see 
the size of the rooms and the excel- 
lence of our hotels and discover the 
character of the service and the- con- 
venient locations, their complaints will 
turn to praise. 


Oddly enough, if there shall be any. 


reason for criticism it, will be on ac- 
count of the greed of persons letting 
rooms in private houses and'perhaps 
some small hotel and boarding house 
keepers who do not feel any sense of 
responsibility. 
They have heard so 


much abonl excessive hotel rates ns to 
have their ideas of-prices swelled be- 
yond reason. 
These greedy persons 


will be fooled, for there are plenty ol 
rooms offered at reasonable prices, anc 
persons coming to Kansas City now to 
arrange for accommodations can stir 
make good terms and get fine and con- 
venient places.

What has happened to the Nebraska 
armors since 1S!)U must be embarrass- 
ng to Mr. Bryan, the prophet, for the 
•alues of all the possessions of the 
ifrmei-s- bavo gone up. The figures on 
Nebraska live stock furnish an exam- 
ple. In 1S05 the horses of Nebraska 
were valued at $17,715.202, the mules 
at 81,704,246, cows at $9.474,074, other 
:attle at !?1C,3S;-5,7S1 and sheep at $330,- 
'83. The total value o£ the live stock 
was $45,C37,S9G. 


At the present time the value of the 
me item of "other cattle" exceeds the 
otal value of the total live stock of 
1893. The figures in detail for 1900 are: 
Horses, §28,120,512; mules, $2,384,067; 
cows, $24,329,499; other cattle, $40,- 
220,249; sheep, $1,090,807. 
The total 


•alue of Nebraska's live stock today is 
more than ¥102,000.000, which is an in- 
crease since 1893 of about $57,000,000. 
In other words, the value of Nebras- 
ia's live stock has more than doubled 
by almost S?ll,'000,000. 


A.S to whether tbo farmers of Ne- 


)raska have benefited by the increased' 
values of thuir possessions and prod- 
ucts, we think the canceled mortgages 
of that state will testify, and doubtless 
our readers will recall the stress which 


iolonol Bryan laid upon the mortgages 


which plastered tire faring of the west, 
.he only possibility of course to pay oft 
these mortgages lying In ;the adoption 
of the silver dollar as the money stand- 
ard of the United States. In 181)4, when 
the Wilson law, which was the real 
trouble with tho farmers and every- 
body else,, was starting its devastation 
of Nebraska values, the mortgages 
filed in Mr. Bryan's state numbered 
24,842, and in 18!)ovtbe mortgages re- 
leased there-amounted to $20,200,949. 
In 1890 the total amount of mortgages 
filed was $128,444. The released mort- 
gages in 1809 amounted in number to 
79.932 and in value to $49,232,765.
